1. AMBASSADOR BENNETT HANDED TO FIRST COMMITTEE SECRETARY 
BANERJEE FRIDAY MORNING, 10 OCTOBER, THE REVISED FRIENDLY 
RESOLUTION ON KOREA (REFTEL) WHICH WE HAVE ASKED BE 
DESIGNATED A/C.1/L.708/REV. 1. BANERJEE ASSURED THAT 

THE NEW DRAFT RESOLUTION WILL BE CIRCULATED AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE. THE CO-SPONSORS WILL INCLUDE: BARBADOS, BELGIUM, 
BOLIVIA, CANADA, CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC, COLOMIBA, 

COSTA RICA, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, FRANCE, GABON, THE GAMBIA, 
GERMANY (FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF), GRENADA, GUATEMALA, HAITI, 
HONDORAS, IRELAND, ITALY, JAPAN, LIBERIA, LUXEMBOURG, 
NETHERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND, NICARAGUA, PARAGUAY, UNITED 
KINGDOM OF GREAT BRITAIN AND NORTHERN IRELAND, UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA, AND URUGUAY. 

2. BANERJEE TOLD BENNETT THAT HE ANTICIPATES ALGERIAN 
AMBASSADOR RAHAL, WHO IS INSCRIBED TO SPEAK FIRST ON 
THE KOREAN ITEM, WOLL NOT ONLY MOVE TO ACCORD PRIORITY 
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MAY PRESS THE MATTER TO THE VOTE AT THAT FIRST MEETING ON 
KOREA, CURRENTLY SCHEDULED FOR 21 OCTOBER. USUN CONSIDERS IT 
ESSENTIAL, THEREFORE, THAT LOBBYING EFFORTS STRESS KEY 
IMPORTANCE OF SUPPORT AGAINST PROCEDURAL MOVES AIMED AT 
DENYING OUR RESOLUTION THE PRIORITY IT PROPERLY ENJOYS. 

3. OF OUR COSPONSORS, FRANCE, ITALY, LUXEMBOURG, IRELAND, 
BELGIUM, THE GAMBIA, AND LIBERIA HAVE BECOME COSPONSORS 
AS A RESULT OF SUBMISSION OF THE FRENCH AMENDMENTS. 

4. OF THE EC-9, ONLY DENMARK HAS NOT, AS YET AT LEAST, 

BECOME A COSPONSOR. ACCORDING TO DENMARK'S MISSION, 
COPENHAGEN FINDS FIFFICULTIES BECAUSE DENMARK HAS RELATIONS 
WITH BOTH KOREAS. IN REPLY, DENMARK'S MISSION IS STRESSING 
THAT, AMONG THE COSPONSORS, COSTA RICA, GUATEMAL, LIBERIA, 
AND THE GAMBIA ALL HAVE RELATIONS WITH BOTH KOREAS. THE 
DANES HERE HOPE THAT THIS WILL MAKE IT EASIER FOR COPE- 
HAGEN TO AUTHORIZE COSPONSORSHIP. USUN BELIEVES THIS 

POINT MAY BE USEFUL ELSEWHERE AS WELL IN ENCOURAGING 
COSPONSORSHIP AND/OR SUPPORT.
